“The commission will use its power 
of taking testimony under oath to 
learn why. Cook county taxation is 
rotten to the core, and we intend to 
ask why favoritism was now in 
many instances.” 

Mr. Wright, as spokesman for the 
bankers, said the present 110 year old 
tax laws are obsolete and the subject 
of much criticism. Intangible prop- 
erty pays little if any taxes, he said, 
and gross inequalities exist in the tax- 
ation of real and personal property. 

Income Tax Argument. 

“While many capable tax students 
object to the imposition of an income 
tax,”” he said, “I believe that some 
logical, equitable income tax law can 
be proposed and enacted in Illinois, 
which will not unduly penalize those 
who are abundantly able and yet who 
fail to pay any kind of an adequate 
tax, based upon their income and po- 
sitions in their communities. 

“There should be a reform of our 
system of local assessments and fur- 
ther pressure brought tc bear upon 
the state tax commission to take 
action in the various communities to 
correct known tax inequalities.”

Annihilation of the malaria bearirfg 
mosquito may result from experiments
